Some few weeks ago, we urged the necessity 
O'" ths formation of Miners’ Associations 
throngliout the distiict ; but up to the 
present time no single movement has been 
made in this direction. This is deeply to 
be regretted.. Such carelessness is hound 
to have the effect of throwing a kind of 
damp over the exertions of those Associa- 
tions already formed, or at any rate is by 
no means calculated to impart activity and 
vigour to their movements and efforts ia 
the direction of the ends they seek to ac-' 
complish. To form tliese locM subdivision 
Associations needs but a prompt, decided 
action on the part of perhaps only one or 
two. Let some bolder than the rest stand 
out J cal! ameeiing; use a little persua. 
sion if need be to secure an attendance ■ 
and the thing is done. Mines-s generally 
are_wiilin,g enongli th.it they should take 
their shure in the good work to be effected 
by such bodks as we speak of ; a leadin') 
mind or two is all that is required to ad^ 
vanee their willingness to tlie stage of 
bearing fruit. Shortly, the question as to 
the transfer of the Gold-fieids fium tlia 
managemenii of the Provincial to that of 
the General Gov-sinment will have to le 
discussed by the miners of the Province' 
and we therefore hope to hear of the sjieedy 
initiation of movements in the direction 
we suggi^st. 

■ In connection with this subject of Min. 
ing Associntinn.s, tlie question arists in our 
mind,— Is politienl reform the only object 
they might take in hand ? Ought not social 
improvement and the fiirthei-.ince of the 
minei's’ material nrosperivv, ajurt from the 
securing of such by reform in political mat 
ters, to occupy a place in their piograminel 
To obti.in corniuonag?, the abolition of the 
gold duty, cheap miners’ riglits, water- 
supply, and the hiindred-aiid-one other 
things that miners struggle for, are veiy 
laudable aims. But let anyone look roiimi 
in a mining comniunitj, nnd say whether 
there is nothing else, of quite as much im- 
portance, that requires reform an l remedi 
Gold is going to wa.ste in the tailings from 
our quartz-milla, and alhu^ii-,1 miners tate 
the same plan to exci*act the prcciou.s metal 
that WHS in vogue twenty years ago,— tliat 
their forefathers used aiiiiost. I’erhnps 

nothing has yet been discovered efft ctuiiliy 
to prevent the loss in the cue case, or provi 
more efficacious in tlie other. Perhaps 

not ; blit if these associations were to go 
in for what is termed “ imitu.d impoTr- 
raent," something might be discovpiel, or 
at least attempted. A library with a few 
scientiSc books, and works of ti-.ivid, in' 
connection with a miners’ association, ni^lit 
increase the knowledge of many of ihi 
members, and might be the means of it- 
trodiicing improvements in their modes of 
working. Besides, there iwe such tliingsus 
“ essays,” and “ papers,” and “ treatiW," 
which might be prepared by the luoreia 
telligent for the enliglitemnf nt of tlieir less- 
gifted bi'Cthren. Bat tliers is a sociiil— a 
domestic — aspect of the miners’ positioa 
which will stand a little looking into. How 
is it that down-country — all overtlie worlil, 
if you will,— the “ diggings” are held tote 
the cradle of drunkenness and ];i'oilig;\cj 1 
This may be deemed rather a strong aid 
overstated assertion ; but that auch is 
opinion docs mniiitain, to some extent, is s 
fact ; and it is a fact, also, that groiiodi 
for it are not wholly wunting. Ami css 
these associations do nothing to work 1 
reform in this direction. Can they no! 
initiate a new uonclii;icn cf thingi--.stops5 
raiicli grog-drinking, and card-jilayicg, anJ 
tightiiig, and loafing abant hotels on Sni' 
days, and 1‘ coming in for a burst”! To 
deal witli thi.s matter as it ought to te 
i dealt'-vith, a Oka’.iles Kingsekv might jut' 

' haps sm'ace. B'ut Ciiables Kincslets as 
j not hs'-'o to do it; and for once, a go !d fel't 
' iournal will travel O'ut of its usual pattif* 
read a lay sermon to its constituents, A® 
these evils we have mentioiial,— all tok 
snmined-iip in the one word “rowilyisut 
pcfliajxs, — might they not be greatly 
in check by one grand sj/ecilic : iJaiTisSt 
How many line, strong, intelligent niek 
this district for instance, have their "kokk 

in the eAtrtii” in back gullies, utterly ch«r- 

le.ss and forsaken in their single 
ness. AiS a gentleman who once wrote fe 
these columns on “ Winter Eveniug t'”' 
tertainments" grandiloquently pat it:— 

“ Tlirough varimia of the Ot.^gan ibgp”?' 
perhaps all — where, from the nature of 
avocationa, or the forco of untoward ciroM' 
stances, men lea<l isolnted lives, in niimoH!^ 
instances nnhlest by the softening, relinin^'* 
most sauctifyiug inflaencee oi ttue womao'* P 
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TEE giilolfwgfjr' A§atJs.“ 



Kdce, tho pogt fallow >r« apt gradually to 
nnd« rgb tfle ptaceia of deciyiliaation; ' Thia ra- 
trogressive tandency, if not tiiualy arrosted by 
laiaedial ibeMUraa, eventually aauata then to 
gfow harsh ami gnarled, Jlke solitary old trees on 
t rocky promontory, whose tempest-twisted 
tranks -pave become ealincly indurated by the 
esaaeless' surges of the troublous ocean. ” 

Ihis is very “ fine” writiiig ; but everyone 
will admit how true it is. Perhaps one 
[Oiison that there has not been more mar- 
rying on the diggings lias lain in tho fact 
that most miners had a hazy, iudistitlet 
notion that some day or other their “pile’' 
was to come, and that they were then and 
thenceforth to revel in easy contentnieut, 
lifelong freedom from toil, and matrimony 
it might be. But such ideas are losing 
ground ; the romance of gold digging is 
wearing away j big nuggets and heavy 
pockets are things that were or might have 
been,— not. things thiit are or are to be.' 
The mining class are fast becoming a set- 
tled-down community j and it is high time 
that all rowdyi.sm and kindred evils of the 
past should have an end. And, as we 
mW before, marriage is, if not the grand,' 
jt any rate a powerful agent for their re- 
moval. Yes, single diggers all, get mar-' 
tied, and you will liear little more about' 
the diggings being the forc’ing honse' of all 
evil, fiespectable wives will soon biing 
about a state of things 'that will di.ssipate 
such outside — and inside-ideas of yoor 
iriiJr<ility. Instead of making your way to 
public-houses or grog-shanties at night,' 
other things will claim your actfenticn and 
almost become part of your diitv,— garden-- 
tilling, and house improving, and so forth 
and, in place of the noisy noiisensicaF babble 
of drunkenness, you will fiiida sober quiet 
ieompmionsliip. a sense of comfort and con- 
tentment, that will bring regret at having 
been so long without them. Iii.stoail, too, 
of rushing at Christmas and washing-up 
times to spend your money like fools and 
make beasts of yourselves, a better use for 
Jt will l»e provided,— to buy frocks and* 
Jiickets for yenr little ones, if there is no^ 
tiling else, and po.ssibly to get them better 
tiUiglit than you yourselves have been. 
And do you not think you will have greater 
,occ.isiou to aid in seeking rmhticar reform 
!if you have a wife and children 1 Siiret^V 
iyou will. Instead of asking for a rep 'ttl 
■iof sixpence an ounce on gold diity because 
u'‘six[ieuca is alw'ays a'drink, anyhow,” ia'iil 
ijivill think of the things that si.xpenee will 
buy,— a “fii-st book” for the child at selioOlJ 
.and the like. Again, a f.imily’wiH waht 
Saore milk than can be easily geit on the 
'joU-ficlda ; perhaps u cow of your own 
iifill be thought an advisable purchase';’ 
and so you will agitate' for a cotnmonarre 
fitli a little more zast than now. 'But 
ifiwngh of this : you'may seek out the ad- 
i;T*ntHgB3 of married life for yourself : they 
are nut bard to discern. The question of 
>nrss that will be asked is— What have 
pntng As.sooialions to dn''.vith all thisj’ 
ami how are they to bring it ahoutl Welt, 
\'&ect’y, they can hardly do much in. the 



feel themselves rather taken aback by the 
“ report of Mr Gariiuthers,. Government 
“ Engineer in Chief, who . attributes the 
periodical flooding of the Taeri river to 
“ the silting up of its biir at its sea mouth, 
in.stead of ito the accumulation of debris 
“ from- the mining districts on its upper 
“waters. About Mr Carruthers' con- 
“ elusions, there can bo no two opinions, 
“ the debris from the gold workings in the 
“ 'Upper Manuherikia and Taeri valleys 
“ has never reached so far as the plains of 
“ Lower Taieri ; one glanee at the state of 
the river bed is sufficient answer to that, 
“ and when we come to consider the miles, 
|.“any deposit from the goldfields would 
“ have to travel before it reached the low 
“ flat lands of the ‘old identity,’ no danger 
“ need he apprehended, as ail the gravel 
“ and silt would have been deposited long 
“ since." Doubtless, if Mr CAaRUTHEHs 
says so, the Taieri settlers were mistaken 
in Atti’itKitiiig the floods to the fiilinjj-uj> 
of the river by gqld-fielda tailings ; but it 
is going too far to say that their uiistakp 
was at all the outcome of “ ignorance and 
superstition.” If we remember rightly, 
Mr J. T. Thomsos — no mean authority- 
upheld the view that the floods resulted in 
some measure from the Mount Ida tail- 
ings. But, even if not, surely it was a 
very natural belief on tlie part of unscien- 
tific men, who liad no ettperienco cf such 
disastrous risings of the river before the 
beginning of gold-seeking “on its upper 
waters.” And granted that they had some 
warrant; for this supposition, surely, also, 
it will be admitted that they bore long and 
patiently what tliey must have considered 
the infliction of an undeserved evil. Place 
the Mount Ida miners iii the same position, 
or let them be harassed by certain circum- 
stances which would cause them as much 
inconvenience, expense, and sore-hearted- 
ness, and if they would evince no less 
long-suffering, at least they would evince 
ho more. 

But it was not to defend the Taieri fur- 
tners that we purposed when we began this 
writing. We confess that the- first-quoted 
sentence — that at the head of this article — 



jiiiitter, we suppose : it would hardly do th 
ask the. Government to claf) a tax upofi' 
ewy unmarried miner. But indirectly 
they may do a good deal. Social inter-

Another Education Squalible, 

In another page we publish some extracts 
from Bishop Moran’s Lenten Pastoral. The 
statement contained therein regarding the in- 
fliction of chastisement on Catholic boys for 
refusing to read tlio Bible in Protestant 
Schools has occasioned a long correspondence 
: between Mr Hislop, the Inspector of Schools, 

I and Father Coleman, the Bishop’s chaplain ; 
and one result of this correspondence has 
been the appointment of Mr J, P. Maitland, 
R.M., to investigate the matter, Tlie letters 
are published entire in the Dunedin papers. 
It seems that some days before the issue of 
the Pastoral, the Bishop and Father Coleman 
called on Jlr Hislop, and mentioned an oc- 
currence of which they had been been made 
cognisant, and which was to the following 
efl'eot : — 

“A boy, the son of Catholic parents, was a 
pupil of the Tokomaitiro Grammar School. .One 
day he was chastised or threatened with chas- 
tisement by the head master, the .allegeil reas m 
being that the hoy was too late in presenting 
himself at school. The under master remon- 
strated, and urged that the boy was a Catholic. 
The head master, in reply, exclaimed, ‘ 1 don’t 
care for that,’ and jiroceeded with the castigation, 
notwithstanding his assistant’s remonstrance.” 

Such an occurrence as this, if it had taken 
place, was in direct violation of an order 
recently issued by the Education Board to 
the teachers throughout the Province ; and 
ought therefore to have been at once reported 
to the Board and subjected to enquiry. But 
neither the Bishop nor his chaplain were pre- 
pared ton phold the ch.argc ; they had no evi- 
dence whatever upon the subject, evud could 
gatlier none even from the parents. There- 
fore Mr Hislop says he treated the commu- 
nication as a sort of confidential and unofticial 
one, of whicli he could not, and did not, take 
notice : , and this the more so, from the fact 
that Father Coleman declared, if he had any 
means of proving his statement, he would at 
once. himself lay it before the Superintendent. 
The publication of the statement in the Pas- 
tiiral, however, has advanced the confidenti.al 
communication to tlie standing of a public 
complaint, and as such Mr Hislop lias felt 
himself bound to report it in the projiGr 
quarter, — namely, to the Eiluoation Board. 
At the same time, he wrote to Father Cole- 
man, submitting the version of the Toko- 
mairiro story as it remained in his memory, 
and asking for its confirmation or further 
particulars. The Rev. Father, in his reply, 
added nothing, and omitted all reference to 
the assistant’s interference. In his report, 
Mr Hislop suggested that the Board should 
cause ail invest gation to be made “by some 
trustworthy person or persons not comicctod 
with the Education Board or the Tokomairiro 
School.” This was surely a fair .suggestion ; 
and the Board carried it out, doubtless think- 
ing such a plan calculated tn afford satisfac- 
tion to both the Catholic comi'lainants .and 
the Tokomairiro defendant, as well as to 
themselves, — the judging Board. But the 
Tokomairiro School Committee are indignant 
that they were not tli might the best qualified 
to investigate the affair ; and the editor of 
the Brnce .llcrakl , — one of the committee, by 
the way, — grumbles at the Board to the 
extent of a coiqile of columns. The reason 
of the grumbling appears to be that the 
Board and the Government are One and the 
same ; no good thing can como out of 
Xaz.u'eth, and the Tolmie-Turnbull Bastings 
Executive can do nothing to please the 
Zlrifcc Herald, “ In the meantime,” says the 
Herald fiutlier, “ it is satisfactory to find 
that Mr Ross [the teacher] denies any know- 
ledge of the gi'onnd of coin)ilaint, and that 
the assistant referred to by Father Coleiiian 
has no rocolleetum of aiiytliing of the kind, 
as stated, Inaving occuiTed,” The doubt 
originally expressed by the Bishop and his 
cliaidain as to the truth of the matter aid the 
belief that the complaiut will prove uil- 
fminded. It is to be hoped that Mr Mait- 
land's report will clinch that belief, Enongh 
ill blood has been raised over this Education 
question, and anything that tends to foment 
it is deepily to be regretted.

The first 
intention rvas to di-.iw the c;irriage right 
into the Guildhall itself, but a lllght of 
steps inside the irorcli presenting a formid- 
alile obstacle, that was ahamioired, and the 
Sergeant was content to address the crowd 
from tlie c.irriage in llie open space loading 
to the hall. He acknowledged that his 
first thought in making his wager was to 
I win the thousand dollars fo:- his wife Jiiid 
I children ; tint believing that if he conducted 
the atf.iir projierly it might result iii good, 
he determined to carry it llirougli on 
purely iiiitriotie principles, and if good did 
not result that should not be his fault. 
The Press, he s.rid, had asserted that thi.s 
w.is a mere Yankee je.st ; but tliat lie 
denied, so far as lie was concerned.
